Vow, 
in his prohibition speeches delivered iu 
Wisconsin during the late canvass, also 
declared that tho Maine prohibitory law 
winch had been, on the statute books 
since 1851 or thereabouts, was not a fail- 
ure, but a mighty saving power in the 
cause of temperance. There wero others 
in Maiue, prominent among thorn such 
men as Elaine, ex-Governor Diuglcy, and 
Senator Halo, who chimed in with Dow 
and his immediate followers, iu sounding 
the praises of the admirable workings of 
tho Maine law. 


But on the other hnud 'here camo 


from that stato reports that prohibition 
did not prohibit, and that, tho work of 
selling liquors in. Maine was going on 
very much as in other states whero the 
law of prohibition 
clid not exist. 
A 


resident of Jauesville traveled in Maine 
two years ago, and taking some inter- 
est ip ;.uo question of prohibition, ascer- 
tained how many places iu a certain town 
ho visited, sold intoxicating liquors, and 
the number was found to bo about '60. Iu 
other towns u like condition of things ex- 
isted as to tho sale of liquors. It wasn't 
long after the Gazette published these 
facts, before it was requested to publish a 
letter from one of tho leading journalist H 
in. Maine, denying tho statements juiido 
by the gentleman from Janesvillo.

In the latter Commis- 
sioner Kaum says: 


Herewith please find statement giving intur- 
lation required for Maine. The amount ot 


retail liquor dealers was 7HJ, and of retail deal- 
ers m malt liquors U3. lietail liquor dealers sell 
spir-Lnous, vinous uud male liquors. Iteuiil 
dealers in mult liquors were first tared as such 
under act oE June 0, 1S72. They sell fermented 
liquors exclusively. 


The following statement shows the amount of 
special or license tax paid by retail dealers in 
malt liquors in Maine, and the number uf. per- 
sons who paid those taxes by iiscal years from 
Sept. 1, IStia, to June 30, 1870, aiid by special tin 
ycnra ended April 3J front Miiy 1 !>>7U, to April 'M, 
1381-'.

license tax of retail liquor dealers in 
Maine from 18G3 to 1882, and in 1S82

Iu Maine this year, 
there are 918 retail liquor dealers and 101 
dealers iu malt liquors, and tho number 
is increasing year after year.

bo alleged that theso liquors in Maine 
aro used largely for medicinal purposes, 
but, if such bo tho fact, it indicates tliab 
prohibition creates a vast demand for 
medicines.

vouchsafed them. He had had enough 
of it, a'nd henceforth ho should bo will- 
ing lo lot others pluck the honors of pub- 
lic emolument.—BosLon Transcript.

A Wealthy Beggar. 


The old story of preferring to bftg 


rather than work, and of becoming rich 
from the alms given in charity, was very 
forcibly brought out before Magistrate 
South at the Central Station yesterday 
morning, 
Nicholas Hank, a sturdy old 


beggar, tall and broad-shouldered, but 
slightly stooping, and with gray hairs 
that carried no'veneration with them, 
was charged with being a begn-ar; ,'iud a 
special officer testified that hi: nail foinn.l 
him begging at Second and Huttonwoo;! 
slreiils. 
liucngiii/ing in hint an old of- 


fi;:idi-r tho Magistrate sent him to the 
House of Correction for thirty days—a 
sentence very distasteful lo Hank, who 
always complains that they do not give 
good enough food in Iho city institu- 
tions. 
The history of the man, so far as 


it can l.io loanied, is a remarkable one. 
lie claims to be seventy-seven years old, 
is of German descent, and has been a 
beggar for nearly forty years. 
What iu- 


ducnd him to take up .such a business— 
whether it was financial troubles, or 
utter Uuincss and disinclination to work, 
or at lirst real necessity—is not known ; 
but it is certain that through it ho has 
managed to accumulate much more of 
this world's goods than falls to tho ordi- 
nary worker. Diflercnt storiu.s aro told 
as to his wealth. Some say that ho owns 
several houses in Camden, valued at 
many thousand dollars, and has also laid 
away a very pretty sum in rash. Con- 
siderable sums have been found upon 
him when arrested, but yesterday luvcl 
evidently boon a poor da}' with him up 
to the time of his arrest, for ho had only 
ono dollar in cash with him, and a note 
for eighty dollars. 


Hauk's stand of late lias boon at Sixth 


and Arch Streets, and for a short time 
he hag been boarding over Charles C. 
Ockins' saloon, 312 Market Street. "Ho 
was a good boarder," said Ockins yes- 
terday, "and always paid me very regu- 
larly every Saturday night, t don't 
know where IIB got his meals, but lie 
used to go out somewhere every morn- 
ing and didn't come back till night. I 
didn't know much about him, and 
Schwarz, up the street', can toll yoiimoro 
about him.•' 
Mr. Schwarz also keeps a 


boor saloon, a class of residence to which 
Hank seems to have been partial. 
In- 


deed he was German in all his tastes as 
well as in his thrifts. 
Mr. Sohwarz re- 


membered him very well. 
"Why, ho 


was my best boarder," ho exclaimed 
when, told of tho old fellow's arrest, 
"Ho was with mo two or three years, 
but I was glad to get rid of him when 
they scut him to prison a while ago. Ho 
used to be awfully particular about his 
food, and was always saykig that it 
wasn't (it to eat; but ho used to drink a 
good deal of beer and wine, My other 
boarders wore mostly workingmen, who 
could not afford to take more tiian a 
glass of beer at a time, but Hank would 
Lake ten, lifteou, or twenty a day, and. 
wine, too. 
Sometimes he wosild say my 


wiuo wasn't good, and would send' out 
and get some that was inon; expensive. 
When tho old follow was on the .streets 
he usod to wear glasses and pretend that 
ho couldn't soo much, but; i nolieod that 
when he was playing bagatelle with me 
ho could soe as well as I eouh!. One day 
when he was going out we 'noticed him 
take off his coat and double 0:10 arm 
inulor, so that people would think that 
ho didn't have but one arm. 
O, he was 


a smart old fellow, but ho always paid 
mo right up for everything;, and didn't 
owe mo 
a 
cent 
when he 
went 


away. 
Wh.cn he was sent to the prison 


ho gave me twenty dollars to take care 
of for him, and he always seemed to 
have'all the money ho wanted." 


This last arrest is not by any means 


tho first tim'.j Hauk has been behind 
prison-bars, but he seems as incorrigible 
as Dickens' Dutchman, Langiieimor. 
Ho was taken up in Centennial times for 
begging around tho main building, and 
hi.s last trip to tho House of Correction 
was but a .short time ago. 
Ho always 


returns to the old business, however, 
and by a strict attention to duty, if so it 
may be called, has probably now amassed 
enough lo keep him in comfort for tho 
rest of his life, if ho wore willing to rest. 
lie does not .scorn to bo a miser', as beg- 
gars an; so apt to be, but has taken ?o 
the business simply because it appears 
to bring in more money with loss exer- 
tion than au honest calling.—Philadel- 
phia Press.

LITERARY HUSIMNDS. 


Their Selfishness anil Irritability—Ail- 


vlce 
to 
I.uillcs-TrlnN 
auii 


I'llllRs ut Authorship. 


There could bo few more critical tasks 


than to write a treatise on the choice of 
wives or husbands; but wo need not be 
over-scrupulous about warning ladies in 
search of husbands to beware of men of 
literary habits, and we shall bo iluiiio- a 
kindness if we advise literary men con- 
templating matrimony to select for their 
wives judicious and patient nurses rather 
than charming and brilliant women. 


There is a comforUibl-j doctrine hold 


bv wives that all husbands are more or 
less selfish, and we admit that thi-rc is 
much to be said in support of this the- 
ory. 
Hunting husbands, shooting hus- 


bands, Parliamentary husbands and busi- 
ness husbands generally seek their own 
amusement as tlie principal cud of their 
lives, while the pleasures of their wives 
aro regarded as desirable but secondary 
objects; but none of the above-mentioned 
are so purely selfish as are cerlain lit- 
erary husbands. 
Strictly pleasure-seek- 


ing husbands often study their own 
amusement only, while they worship 
their wives. 
Literary husbands also 


study their own amusement only, while 
they worship themselves. 
Moreover, in 


intercourse with their fellow-creatures, 
ordinary mortals usually imbibe .some 
fresh ideas or learn a little onlorlaining 
gossip, and are consequently more or loss 
agreeable companions to their wives. 
But the literary man spends the day at 
home in his own den, whore his brain 
feeds chiefly upon itself, with a few 
books, by fviiy of condiment, by writers 
holding his own identical opinions; so 
that ho is unlikely to bo very fresh or 
amusing when he seeks the society of la's 
wife. 


Like a savage animal that cannot be 


approached without danger, the literary 
husband, as we have said, spends his 
time in his study. 
He may be concoct- 


ing jokes for a comic paper or writing a 
treatise on Christian gentleness; but for 
all that, when sitting at his writing-table 
ho will bo as ill-tempered and as snap- 
pish as a bull-terrier on his chain. 
The 


judicious wife will be wary in approach- 
inghimon such occasions. If the kitchen 
chimney is on fire, or if the pipes are 
bursting, "dear George" must not bo 
disturbed on that account, or thu heat of 
his wrath and the explosion of his temper 
aro likely to exceed the worst that can 
happen from those domestic calamities. 
He may be writing tho most calm and 
unimpassioned judgment on the disputes 
between the Gnulls and the Ghibelins; 
but it would be unwise in his wife to 
calculate on his giving au equally tem- 
perate decision on a squabble between 
tho cook and tho butler during the hours 
that he spends in his chair of literary 
jurisdiction. 
It is true that Micro are 


some literary husbands who will make 
attempts to be courteous when invaded 
iu their sanctums. 
They 'will assure 


their wives that they "aronot in the lea.st 
in the way," while their nervous rest- 
lessness too plainly belies their words; 
they may oven assume a ghastly smile 
when, a thorough reorganization of their 
rooms is suggested, and there may be a 
very pretty struggle between the parental 
and the "literary instincts when their 
youngest children are brought into their 
dens; but it only requires half an eye to 
see that they are in reality as much put 
out as a servant disturbed at a meal, 
which wo take to bo tho extreme example 
of human acridity. Perhaps tho most 
remarkable expression over assumed by 
a literary husband is that which ho wears 
when his wife requests him to come into 
the drawing-room to help to entertain 
some frienus, especially when she as- 
sures him that they aro aware he is nt 
home. His face, again, is a study, if she 
sntfers his room when lie is in the'middle 
of a long and carefully prepared sen- 
tence, with tho pleasing announcement 
that the housekeeper complains of "a 
smell" in one of the back passages, 


Much literary work is apt to engender 


irritability. 
When, tho mind is deeply 


absorbed in some interesting subject, and 
an idea has been grouped after consider- 
able mental exertion, abrupt interruption 
is very trying. A sudden disturbance of 
of such a kind will produce actual head- 
ache in sornu paople. 
It is also ex- 


ceedingly irritating to feel that the clew 
which had only just^been found, after so 
much trouble, has been lost, perhaps 
never to be regained. It is uoedless to 
add that much literary occupation, re- 
lieved by but little fresliair and exercise, 
is a most likely cause of dyspepsia. IS'ow 
the combination of an original mind and 
a dyspeptic body may bo highly favor- 
able to amusing writing of a pungent 
and sarcastic nature, but it is far Irom 
being equally favorable to domestic hau- 
piness. 
Aiioumr tinng mat detracts 


from the sociability of a literary husband 
in his habit of relapsing the ideas that 
refuse to bo invoked in tho study begin 
to How in the drawing-room or "dining- 
room, and a literary husband when his 
ideas are "ou the flow" is an object 
sacred from disturbance. When in that 
colestiM condition hois doubtless worthy 
of great reverence, but be can scarcely 
be called an annt.sing member of society. 


There are many living creatures that 


are a nuisance in a house. 
A naughty 


boy is one, a mangy dog is another, a 
third is an early student of tho violin; 
but, of all domestic nuisances, a man 


who i< \vi'iii:i-j; a h.xik is, tu out1 mind, 
the w.ir.-it. 
I f hu is wrhiugit as a mat- 


ter of business, 
ho is 
MI unmitigated 


bore. lie thinks of nothing else. What 
is it to him that the country is involved 
in war. that the Ministry have been 
beaten, or that his drains are out of or- 
der, unless these facts have at least an 
indirect bearing on his workP He spends 
most of his time closeted in his study. I 
and if he goes out ho lias a note-book at j 
hand to receive his ideas. 
If he roads • 


nt nil, he confines himself to books bear- 
ing on the subject that he is treating in 
hif great work. 
He is absent and pre- 


occupied in thu presence of his wife, and 
he enlivens her nights by talking in his 
sleep on the subject of his book. 
If ho 


is writing it for 'pleasure rather than for 
business, ho is an even greater nuisance, 
for then ho not only makes it his owu 
amusement, but expects those about him 
to make it theirs also. 
His book, its 


present and future contents, must form 
the 
leading 
topic 
of 
conversa- 


tion 
in 
the 
family, 
if 
ho 
is 


to be kept in good humor. 
As every 


half-dozen pages of cramped, blotted, 
and much-corrected manuscript is fin- 
ished, it is submitted to the various mem- 
bers of tho family for perusal. 
Their 


verdict must, of course, always be fa- 
vorable. 
How good! How clever! How 


amusing! It is easy enough to praise, 
and during a long life a wife may de- 
clare that each now 
specimen of her 


husband's scribbling is tho best; but 
literary husbands have sometimes an 
unfortunate habit of asking their wives 
to make suggestions. 
In such cases, 


the wife is put into this awkward posi- 
tion, that if she makes suggestions she 
is pretty certain to bo severely snubbed, 
while, if she makes none, she will be 
accused of taking no interest in the all- 
important work. 
Worst of all, some 


literarv husbands expect their wives to 
write out fair copies of their stilled and 
illegible scrawls, or they even go so fat- 
as to sit in arm-chairs smokin.y; cigars 
while their wives write at their dictation. 


One of tho most trying periods to 


wives of literary husbands is thai during 
which the bundles of manuscript aro 
traveling about from publisher to pub- 
lisher. The husband can scarcely sleep 
at night, so anxious is he about the con- 
tents of the morning's post-bag. Of 
course many days or even weeks elapse 
before the I'irst publisher gives his ver- 
dict. 
At last a polite note describing 


his regret at being unable to undertake 
(ho p'uljlicalion 'renders the unhappy 
writer a savage in his family for a fort- 
night. 
Or perhaps n brown-paper par- 


cel arrives, containingtho precious man- j 
uscript safe and sound, and a!so a slip 
of paper, inscribed with the magic words 
"Declined with thanks," 
after the re- 


ceipt of which the disappointed aspirant 
will be quite unapproachable for .some 
hours, and will be unendurable for many 
weeks. 
When the well-traveled manu- 


script has bean at last accepted, the 
writer falls into a state of ecstasy for a 
time; but he a-nnmoj 
si bumptiousness 


that is not altogether agreeable to near 
relations. 
When the proofs arrive, tho 


horrors s;:om to b:;gin all over again. 
The husband shuts himself up for hours 
at a time, as of old, and everything has 
to give way to the groat undertaking. 
The entertainment of tho evenings is to 
have the book road aloud from "real 
print," this proceeding being rendered 
more attractive by the author s constant- 
l}-stopping the reader by "Wait a mo- 
ment; if you will give me tho proof, I 
think I will altar a word there." There 
aro also frequent pauses to ask the audi- 
ence whether there are not "too many 
'whiches' in that sentence," or whether 
there 
ought to be 
"a 
comma 
or 


a semicolon after the word 'reliable'," 
and tho reader is often requested to bo- 
gin again from the top of the pago. 


The apparently interminable interval 


between tlie return of the corrected 
proofs and the publication of tho book 
has no tendency to make the author 
li"hl-heartcd. lie alternately wonders 
when it will appear and whether ho was 
wise in writing it at all. 
He has almost 


reduced himself to forgetfulness of tho 
whole matter when tlie oook actually ap- 
pears. His wife's cares and 
troubles 


then become very similar to those of a 
nurse who has charge of "an invalid 
gentleman." 
Ho is put into a fever by 


tiie absence of any reviews of his work 
in the first week after publication; and 
when no criticisms of it appear in the 
principal journals for P. fortnight, or 
perhaps a month, ho becomes infuriated 
with his publisher, who cannot, ho says, 
bo taking the slightest trouble about his 
book, lie will also bo much irritated if 
he does not receive prompt and very 
favorable criticisms from the friends to 
whom holias presented copies, lie will 
not bo able to understand why they have 
not thrown all other engagements and 
occupations on ono side and spent thoir 
time in greedily reading his book until 
it was finished. 
He will be secretly 


angry again if any of his friends who 
profess to have read it with pleasure arc 
found by HO moans to know it by heart 
when, put through a, vivti-uocc examina- 
tion. It may be readily imagined that 
under 
those 
conditions tho author is 


scarcely the most amiable and light- 
henrtcd of men in hi.s own, family circle.

pipe downstairs springs a little leak, 
or some one carelessly leaves a burner 
turned in one of the rooms. 
The gas 


steadily, though very slowly, pcrhups, 
pours into the celiar or room, and bc:t\ire 
long the people begin to say, "Whal a 
strong smell of gas; there must be a 
leak somewhere." 
1'hey ought never to 


use a light in searching for the leak. 
But, often, one is used. 
If the trouble 


is in 
an upstairs room, and 
it is 


evening, a servant girl, very likely, goes 
in with a lighted lamp to (hid tiie burner 
which is open, and closes it. 
Or if it 


be in the cellar, and a gas litter or 
plumber is scut for, lie very often carries 
down a burning candle. Then"the mixed 
gas and air will blow the building to 
pieeos, and may vary liki \- kill HIP. peo- 
ple. .In the cities men ' 2.lie (.lie streets 
soiling toy balloons. 
Thi.:xj balloons are 


made of "very thin, light india-rubber, 
and are about the six.e of a large soap- 
bubble. 
They are lilled with common 


"gas," such as is burned in houses. One 
day a gentleman bought ono and was 
carrying it along Hie street, holding it 
1)3" a'string about I hive feet long, which 
lay over his shoulder, and allows! Hie 
balloon to lloat in the r,h- behind him, 
bobbing up ami down as he walked.

The Manufacture 
of'Sheet Lead 
in 


Qliinq. 


The making of sheet lead for the lin- 


ing of tea chests, etc., is asomewliat im- 
portant industr}' of Hong Kong.' 
It is 


made principally i:i sundry establish- 
ments to the westward. 
On entering 


one, the workmen will be seen with 
shears employed in cuttingout the sheets 
of lead into the required sizes and shapes. 
The shears are simply a large pair of 
scissors, firmly lixed to a solid block of 
wood some two feet in height. 
The 


lower blade of the shears terminates in a 
square piece of iron, instead of being 
pointed, as is the upper blade. 
The 


sheets of lead will also be observed to be 
of small size and somewhat irregular in 
shape, and this arises from the method 
of manufacture, as will subsequently be 
seen. 
Going further into the. shop will 


be seen an iron pan raised twelve inches 
or so above the ground and carefully 
finished off. 
Beneath this iron pan' is a 


furnace, and atthesidc of the pan next 
the wall is a Hue communicating with it. 
In this pan the lead is melted, and when 
judged to be hot enough, the workman 
takes two of the large square paving tiles, 
which may be seen almost anywhere in 
the colony, and these are then smoothly 
aud carefully covered with several layers 
ef unsized paper. 
Having placed these 


two tiles beforehim, one above the other, 
the workman raises the upper tile with 
his left hand aud, taking a ladle of Hie 
proper size, in his right, he dips it in the 
melted lead and then pours its contents 
on to.the lower/tile. 
He then drops the 


upper tile and quickly presses the lead 
out into the form of a sheet. 
The paper 


being a bad conductor of heat, the lead 
does not solidify immediately after it 
leaves the ladle, and; as by long prac- 
tice the .workman always ladles out ex- 
actly the same quantity of lead, the sheets 
vary but little iusize or thickness.—Age, 
of Steel. 
'
